The chief attractions at Damascus 
are the world-famed gardens which 
surround the city, the glimpses we get 
of oriental life as found la the bazars, 
fine streets, the shops, and last, but 
by no means of less interest, the far 
mous mosque of Omciades. 
One hundred and fifty square mile* 
of green lie in compact order round 
about Damascus, spread out with all 
the profusion of a virgin forest.

Eye After a Long Journey Through 


the Oeeaert. 


The chief attractions at Damascus 


are the worM-fatnedi gaidenn which 
surround the city, the glimpses we get 
of oriental lite as found in the bazars, 
fine streets, the shops, and last, tint 
by no means of less Interest, the fa- 
mous mosque of Omctad«s. 
, One hundred and fifty square mile* 
ot green lie In compact order round 
about Damascus, spread out with all 
the profusion of a virgin forest. 
Or- 


chards and flower gardens, parks, 
plantations of corn and of other prod- 
uce pass before1 the eye in rapid end 
changeable succession. The natives 
claim that there are more than 3,000 
miles of shady lane In the gardens of 
.Damascus through which it 18 possi- 
ble to .ride. On such a ride the visitor 
passes orchards of fig- and orchards 
of apricots. For hedges 'there is the 
briar rose and for oainopy the wal- 
nut 
Pomegranite blossoms 
glow 


through the shade; Che vine boughs 
trail across the briars; a little water- 
fall breaks on the edge of the road, 
and all the water and leafage are so 
lavish that the , broken niud walls and 
slovenly houses have no power to vex 
the eye. These long gardens of Da- 
mascus form a paradise of Ore Arab 
world. Making a pilgrimmage to the 
city after weeks and month's of dreary 
and desolate desert life, the running, 
water is a joy to his sight and music 
to his ears, and It is something to 
valk through shady lanes, to admire 
the variety of landscape and the beau- 
ty of scenery In a taind where the Bun 
beats down all day with unremitting 
force until the earth is like a furnace 
of Iron beneath a sky of molten brass.

Mountain Near Ouraiigo, Mexico, Said 


to Be Largest Deposit of Hlgh- 


Grade Iron Ore In .Existence. 


Mexico 
City.—The 
famous 
Iron 


mountain, or "Cerro de Mercado," as 
It is called by the Mexicans, situated 
close to the city of Durango, Mexico, 
Is said to be the largest deposit of 
high-grade Iron ore known at this time 
to exist in the world. This great Iron 
mountain was the incentive which lei 
the late Collis P. Huntington to build 
a road from a point on the Southern 
Pacific railway in Texas to Durango. 
This road, which now Is a part of the 


Famous Iron Mountain In Mexico. 


Mexican government system, traverses 
long stretches of desert country in 
order to reach this iron mountain. 


Mr. Huntington died before his plans 


for the establishment of a great Iron 
and steel plant at the base of this 
wonderful deposit could be put into 
effect. 
Preparations are now being 


made to extend the railroad which he 
built from Its present southern termi- 
nus at Durango to the port of Ma- 
gadan on the Pacific coast. The iron 
mountain has been owned by Ameri- 
cans for a number of years, and its ore 
has been used In a furnace at Durango, 


The Iron mountain at Durango was 


visited by Humboldt and was pro- 
nounced by him to be one of the won- 
ders of the world. The ore outcrop- 
pl«g rises to a height of several hun- 
dred feet out of the plain and covers 
a big area. The deposit extends Into 
the earth to an unknown depth. The 
remarkable position and location of 
this mountain of iron causes some sci- 
entists to believe that It is a giant 
meteor which fell to the earth ages 
ago..
